Every  country  mu.st,  of 
course,  be  concerned  .to  secure  ju>t 
treatments  for  minorities  and  must 
naturally  feel  a  parUcular  interest 
In  the  minorities  allied  tq  It  by  race. 
No  one  in  this  country  certainly 
would  wish  to  defend  conditions 
under  which  such  treatmrnt  was 
denied  to  any  minority  section.  But 
If  complainu  exLst  let  Uiem  not  be 
so  worked  up  aa  to  make  any  set- 
tlement hundreds  of  times  more  dif- 
ficult, but  let  them  be  fairly  brought 
to  rool  examination  before  the  pub- 
lic opmion  of  the  world.

BRITAIN'S  PLEDGE 
I  do  net  pronounce  here  tonight 
upon  what  may  be  the  ulthnate 
purpose  of  this  arrangement,  nor 
upon  what  Its  final  effect  may  be 
upon  the  history  pf  the  neat  few  { 
weeks  and  months.  But  I  do  know 
that  it  can  make  no  difference  In 
the  undertaking  given  by  His 
M:ijesl.\'.s  c;o\crninent  to  j'ohiiid,  to 
which  no  condition  was  attached  as 
to  the  agreement  with  Russia.

He  explained  that  to  pass  from 
the  Chinese  section  into  another 
part  of  Tientsin,  it  was  necessary

If  one 
failed  to  greet  the  sentries  with  ob- 
sequious humility,  one.  was  usually 
stripped  and  searched,  and  de- 
tained at  the  conce.sslon  boupdarj 
for  two  hours  or  so.  he  stated.  .The 
visitor  said  that  he  had  been  de- 
tained at  a  concession  barrier  for 
two  hours  not  long  before  his  de- 
parture from  Tientsin,  In  spite  of 
111'-  fart  that  he  had  showed  an 
official  Japanese  Army  pass  to  the 
.sentry  on  duty. 

OFFICIALS  RE8PONSIRLE 

"It  is  the  Japanese  Army  tTnU:lal8, 
and  not  the  Home  Government. 
wl>o  are  responsible  foi  these  af- 
fronts." the  Tlentslji  man  explained. 
';But  the  army  is  in  complete  con- 
trol of  the  llerrltory,  and  ofTlrlaly 
make  no  effort  to  show  the  slightest 
rnurie.sy  to  foreign  nationals  In 
conquered  territory."'
